WILL NOT BE SUBMITTED 


Again to th e Cortes, bnt the Queen 
llegen t W ill Act—The Exchange of 
Document« to T ake Place In W ash­ 
ington—D uke de Aroos May lie the 
Near Spanish M inister. 


Washington, March 17.—Th© officials 
here are gratified at the news from Mad­ 
rid that the Spanish government has 
abandoned the idea of again submitting 
the peace treaty to the oortes, and pro­ 
poses to have lt ratified by the queen re­ 
gent, according to the original pro­ 
gramme. 
With this disposition on the 
part of the Spanish government, there is 
no reason, it Is said, to apprehend any 
failure to aasot the obligations of the 
treaty requiring that the final exchange 
of ratifications take place within six 
months after the date of its signature at 
Paris, which date would fall on June 10. 
Aocording to the treaty the ratifica­ 
tions must be exchanged in Washington, 
and Secretary Hay himself will act as 
the representative of the United States 
government in this mat ter. 
Although 
lt is not positively known, it is believed 
that the Spanish representative will be 
the Duke dc Aroos and tbet the latter 
will be accompanied by a distinguished 
seite. 
If the duke comes iu this ca- 
pacity, namely as a special envoy from 
8 pain, after completing his functions in 
that capacity, he will pr» -- nt a new set 
of credentials entitling him to r< cogni­ 
tion as the first minister from Fjiain to 
Washingt<*n. 
He is already favorably 
known in this country, his wife being 
©f American birth and he being a frc. 
quent visitor to the United States.

is now Spanish minister to Mexico.

Again to th* Corte* but the Queen 
Regent Will Act—The Exchange of 
Document* to Take Place In Wash- 
frtgton—Duke de Arow May Be the 
New Spanlah Minister. 


Washington, March 17.—Tho officials 
here are gratified at the news from Mad­ 
rid that the Spanish government has 
abandoned the idea of again submitting 
the peace treaty to the oortes, and pro­ 
poses to hare it ratified by the queen re­ 
gent, according to the original pro­ 
gramme. 
With this disposition on the 
part of the Spanish government, there is 
no reaaon, it Is said, to apprehend any 
failure to meet the obligations of the 
treaty requiring that the final exchange 
of ratifications take place within six 
months after the date of its signature at 
Paris, which date would fall on June IO. 
According to the treaty the ratifica­ 
tions mast be exchanged in Washington, 
and Secretary Hay himself will act as 
the representative of the United States 
government in this matter.
